HINGED BY A MOB, 


Tried to Murder His Sweet- 
heart and Killed Her Aunt. 


LYNCHED BY HIS NEIGHBORS. 


HENRY SANDERSON TAKEN FROM 
HIS GUARD AT HOLTON. 


He Was Protected by a Single Watcher, 
Who Yieided tc the Mob’s Demand 
Without Making a Show of 
Resistance.

TOPEKA. Kar. March 28.—Henry San- 
derson. who in his attempt to kill his 


day, shot and fatally wounded her aunt, 
Mre. Johr Fleisher. was hanged by a mob 
at 8 o’clock this morning Mrs. Fleisher 
dief yesterday afternoon from the wound. 
While it is not known who composed the 
mob. it is supposed that farmers ir the v!- 
cinity of Mayette, whicn Is 2 miles north 
of here, are the guilty partics. 

Reporters who have gone tc Mayetta re- 
port that the Inhabitants will not talk 
about the hanging. Sanderson was cap- 
tured Sunday night and taken to Hofton, 
the county seat of Jacksen County, where 
it was supposed he would be safe, as the 
town has a population of 4000. In order to 
be doubly sure of the safety of his pris- 
oner, Sheriff Haas toox him to a private 
residence, leaving a young man named Lu- 
cae to guard him. 

There was no danger of Sanderson try- 
ing to escape, as he was suffering from 4 
wound inflicted with suicidal intent at the 
time of his arrest. About 2:30 this morning 
the prisoner was sleeping on a cot with 
Lucas, the guard, dozing in front of the 
fireplace. “Lucas was aroused by the 
tramping of horees and stepping to a wir- 
dow wae astonished at seeing a score of 
mounted men surrounding the house. A 
light snow was falling and there was moon- 
light, and Lucas could see that the men 
were masked. 

He threw open a window to shout an 
alarm, when a man placed a revolver at 
his head and commanded silence. Lucas 
uttered not a word, and without the elight- 
est nolse four of the mob entered the house 
and pounced upon the still sleeping pris- 
oner. 

They bound and gagged him, placed him 
on a horse in front of one of the mob and 
Started on a gallop for a.bridge a mile out 
of town. Lucas was ordered up behind one 
of the mob and forced to go along. No one 
in the neighborhood was awakened, there 
being but few houses on the street trav- 
eled by the mob. 

Arriving at the bridge, Sandersess was 
hanged without ceremony. A me, who ap- 
peared to be a physician, exe:-«!ned Sander- 
gon and pronounced him dead. The mob 


then released Lucee and rode away. 
mmrag *~-.cu back to town and notified 


the Sheriff, who, with assistance, hastened 
to the bridge and cut the dead man down. 
No effort was made to follow the lynchers, 
as they had gone over the prairie and the 
snow, which was falling heavily by this 
time, already had obliterated the imprints 
of the horses’ hoofs. Lucae did not recog- 
nize any of the mob, although he heard the 
man who examined the body afier the 
hanging say to a man who seemed to be 
the leader, “Bill, he’s dead.” 

The father of the girl whom Sanderson 
tried to kill is known in this neighborhood 
as “Bill” Fleisher. Lucas says that it was 
over thirty minutes from the time the 
lynchers attacked the houee til! they rode 
away, .

A TRAGEDY IN TENNEESSEE. 


NEAVILLE BROTHERS AND Al-

They Laid in Wait All Night and 
When Their Victim Opened His

The one suspect is a colored man from 
the same neighborhood. He went to the 
City Dispensary for treatment for head- 
ache and backache. Guard Nagel reported 
the suspicious symptoms and the negro was 
held for further examination. 


Dr. Jordan and the City Health Depart- 


‘/ment are making strenuous effort’ to pre- 


vent smallpox infection in the city institu- 
tions, made probable by Shannon's case, 
discovered Monday. 

Shannon had been arrested in the Fourth 
District and transferred to fae Four Courts 
holdover. He was discharged from custody 
and at once went to the City Dispensary 
“sick.’’ Ambulance Driver Nagel was on 
guard. He held Shannon until he was in- 
spected by Dr. Jordan. His case was one 
of well-developed varioloid. 

Dr. Jordan immedtfately communicated 
with the police and learned that Shannon's 
cell-mate, Warren, had been sent to the 
City Hospital. 

Monday night Dr. Jordan and his assist- 
ants sought out and vaccinated all who 
had come in contact.with the men. 

Warren is being given antiseptic baths, 
and has n isolated. The holdovers at 
the Four Courts and Fourth District were 
thoroughly fumigated.

When James Dobbs and Mrs. New were 
arrested and placed in Evreka Jall Her- 
bert Simpson, dressed in women's clothes, 
left Wichita, went to Eureka and vis:ted 
the County Jail, where James Dobbs was 
confined, and offered him saws with which 
to escape. In this they hoped, if Dobbs 
accepted the offer, to have him caught and 
create greater belief ni his gullt. But Dob:s, 
though be believed Simpson was Carrie 
New, sister of the murdered man. urged 
her to go away. decluring that he was 
-nnocent and did not want to get away. 

Ballard had long threatened to turn in- 
former and says that before he was seut to 
the nitentiary he was paid $40 per month 
“to keep his mouth shut.”

BEIND OF LETTDPR D 


THE CONFESSION OF BALLARD 


Alvin Ballard was sentenced in VW*hita 
last March to eight years in the Peniten- 
tiary for horse stealing. He is 21 years of 
age and for five years has been a rovin 
thief, nearly always in the company 0 
Frank Algood, “Bill’’ Turner and Mathis. 

Mrs. Bailard and her husband, ‘“‘Scotty’’ 
Ballard, lived in Sedalia, Mo. When Sher- 
iff Simmons of Sedgewick County took Al- 
vin Ballard to the Penitentiary, he said 
to W. P. Fleeman, one of the guards: 

“Keep your eye on this boy Ballard, be- 
cause he its a member of an organized 
gang of thieves that we have been trying 
to run down. If you can get his confidence 
he may tell you a whole lot.’ Ballard in 
time did tella lot. This is his story in full: 

‘Frank Aigood, Bill Turner and myself, 
were around Wichita stealing horses. Five 
weeks before New was kfiled we suspected 
he had money. We went to Eureka and 
hid out in Black Jack, with our horses, and 
gua New eleven Tays before we killed 

m. 

“Thursday before the killing Allgood and 

I went to Eureka and watched Dobbs buy 
two loads of ldmber at Houston's lumber 
yard and I was standingright by New’s 
wagon when he, took a shot poke out of 
his pocket and paid for the lumber. He 
seemed to have a good wad of money in it. 
“Saturday afternoon we drove past New’s 
and saw him and Dobbs building a corn- 
crib. Saturday night we watched around 
the New house a while and then hid in 
the schoo) house all night. 
ing we went up to Mrs. Moore's and talked 
over the plan to rob New. 
“We did not intend to kill New. Mrs. 
Moore told us she thought New kept his 
money ih a writing desk in his ouse, 
That afternoon we went near New’s house 
and watched, and while New and his wife 
and Dobbs were out to the crib Algood 
sneaked into the house and hunted for the 
money, but could not find it. 

“That evening we three went to Jesse 
Dove's house and got supper and played a 
game of cards with a woman named Hiil. 
At 9 o’clock we went down to New’s and 
hitched our three horses to a tree. We 
went up around the house and watched 
through a window. We saw Mrs. New un- 
dress and Mr. New sat down on the edge 
of the bed and took one shoe off.” 


CALEED THEIR VICTIM OUT. 


We knew he had the money in the vest 
pocket. We wete afraid he would un- 


dress before we could get him out, so we 
threw gravel agama ¢he window and made 
a noise, and New lighted his tantern and 
came out. When he got # feet from the 
house Algood fired both barrels of his shot- 

n into him. New fell and the lantern 
Based up with a blue light and went out. 
Algood turned him over on his face and 
took $67 out of his pocket, which we after- 
ward divided. 

‘Turner and I did not ant to kill him, the 
plan was to get him out and rob him in 
thte stable. 

‘Turner ran up to Algood and said: What 
the devii did you kill him for? 

Algood said: ‘Dead men never talk.’ 

‘Mrs. New came running out in her night- 
gown screaming, and we three ran through 
the orchard to our horses. 

‘Turner ran into a peach tree and broke 

a limb off and hurt himself. We got our 
horses and rode tg Wichita, getting there 
at 5 o'clock the next morning. 
Ballard told where the trio stopped in 
Wichita, about dividing the money there, 
about Algood not washing the blood off his 
hands tH the next morning, abaut Allgood 
borrowing Ballard’s cigarette papers and 
making a cigarette with his bloody fingers, 
and how Ballard saved this cigarette pack- 
age with the bloody finger marks on it, 
and told where the officers would find it 
and it has been found. 


BALLARD’S STORY PROVED TRUE. 

Two weeks ago it was decided by War- 
den Landis and Fleeman,after consultation 
with different Sheriffs that Fleeman should 
try to corroborate Ballard’s story. He and 
Sherif? Simmons heve since worked to- 
gether. 

Here is what they found out about the 
New murder: That the map drawn by 
Rallard of the New home and surroundings 
was absolutely correct and all details of 
his story seem corroborated. The limb 
broken on the peach tree and the tree 
wheregthey hitched their horses were 
proved truths.

The two women in Wichita at whose 
place Algood, Turner and Ballard stopped 
the morning after the murder, have made 
affidavits. which are in the hands of the

ALWAYS AT THEIR POSTS. 


ABSENTEEISM AMONG DEMO- 
CRATS A GROWING EVIL. 


It Was the Republican Side Which 
Finally Defeated the Railway Rate 
Bill After It Was Well on the 

j Way to Passage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 28.—For 
the first time in the history of the State, 
the Democrats are allowing the Repub- 
licans to dictate the legislation for the 
State in a Democratic Legislature. But 
such is the case now. The Republicans are 
masters of the situation. They are very 
well organized and they line up quickly on 
any proposition which has a party ten- 
dency or which can be used to embarrass 
the Democratic party. They have good, 
strong leaders who decide quickly how to 
throw the Republican votes for the great- 
est good for the Republicans to make cam- 
paign material for them. They are pres- 
ent when important matters come up and 
under the direction of their steering com- 
mittee they vote solidly as the committee 
directs. The persons this session who have 
been absent most are Democrats They 
seldom have more than three-fourths of 
their streneth present, and these 4re sgen- 
erally »so cCéemoralized that they salter 
their voces for the benefit of tne 
licans, who take advantage of their weak 
management of affairs and take the side 
of the question which embarrasses them. 
They have had their united force present 
and voting only about once since the House 
organizea, Tnis was when the St. Louis 
p lice bi wes passed. They got together 
and voted fer that bill, but this was done 
on'yv ty the persistent efforts of the pariy 
leaders of the State, who spent much time 
here conferring with them and persuading 
then: to go into caucus on tne olll. 

The Republicans have succeeded in defeat- 
ing all refo-m legislation which the House 
has attempted. They are found to be true 
on the side of corporations, Dut in every 
attempt to regulate corporations they have 
managed to defeat this Kind of legislation. 

They lined up almost solidly and defeated 
the bill regulating stock yard charges. 
The bill may not have been quite the proper 
one, but the fact remains that its defeat 
was brought about by the vote of the Re- 
publicans against it. 

In the fight to reduce passenger rates 
yesterday, the measure was defeated by 
the Republicans voting against it. Nearly 
all the votes for it were cast by the Demo- 
crats. The friends of the measure were in 
the majority in ‘the forenoon, but when the 
Republican members from the cities ar- 
rived they took charge of the matter and 
soon settled it by indefinitely postponing 
the further consideration of it. 

They are now lining up to defeat the beer 
inspection bill, and they will do it unless 
the Democrats decide to make it a party 
measure at their caucus to-night. If thee 
do this, however, some of them will. prob- 
ably, notestick to ‘the caucus, but will go 
back to their Republican allies and there 
stab their party, 

The Farris bill placing the fire underwrit- 
ers of St. Louis and Kansas City under the 
State anti-trust and anti-pooling law may 
be passed and it looks now like such will 
be the case, but it Is a safe prediction that 
if itis done it will be by Democratic votes. 
The Republicans will stand for the insur- 
ance trust on this bill, unlese they see 
that the Democrats can pass it without 
their aid. They are for the corporations 
and by the aid of a few Democrats. or 
a few men who were elected as Demo- 
crats, they can control legislation in their 
interest and they may do it in this case. 
The friends of the bill @re confident of 
lis passage, yet they may find they have 
not reckoned wisely when the vote is taken 
The proposition is a true one that the Re- 
jublicans of the Missouri House are di- 
recting the legislation of a Democratic 
Legielature and the Democrats are unable 
to help themselves.

IS HOP ALE INTOXICATING? 


Thomas English Charged With Selling 
Liquors, but He Keeps a ““‘Temper- 
ance Saloon” Near St. Charles. 


Is hop ale an intoxicating liquor? 

The United States authorities and one 
Thomas English of Texas Junction, Mo., 
want this question answered. A practical 
test is demanded to solve it. 

If the decision is in the affirmative, 
Thomas English may go to jail for a long 


period. He was arrested Monday night at 
his home in Texas Junction by Deputy 
United States Marshal Kennedy, on a 
charge of violating the Government inter- 
nal revenue law. 

The specific offense alleged was selling 
intoxicating liquor without a license. The 
proof lies in a bottle marked “Hop ale, ab- 
solutely a non-intoxicating liquor,” which 
the deputy marshal confiscated. 

Mr. English is 45 years old. He has con- 
ducted at Texas Junction what is known 
asa ‘temperance saloon” for the last three 
years. He handled soda water, ice cream, 
lemon frappe and an assortment of tonics 
and sarsaparillas and a variety of headache 
cures. The farmers for miles around pat- 
ronized his place. It was conducted in a 
tent, Just north of the railroad tracks. 

Somehow the beverage Mr. English's cus- 
tomers most desired was hop ale. Wh 
he cannot tell. But he confesses he grew 
rich on hop ale, and sold more of it than 
all the other brands of thirst-quenchers 
combined. 

But then, Mr. English argues, brewerles 
have been known to turn out artificial ice, 
which, melted, is the healthiest kind. of 
a temperance drink.

We are told by an administration organ that it is on the 
whole a fortunate thing for the United States that the Fili- 
pinos are making a better stand than was expected, because 
“by making a ficht they will stand a better chance of being 
killed or captured, and that is the only way in which they 
can be dealt with intelligently and satisfactorily.” 

Hitherto Americans have held to the opinion that war is 
@ great calamity to be resorted to only as an extreme neces. 
sity in defense of rights and home and life. The slaughter 
of men in war was regarded as a terrible thing, justified only 
by a righteous cause. The slaughter of men who resisted in-

views. The slaughter of Americans engaged ih subduing 
men who are fighting for independence is fortunate. because 
more of the men who are duped into the belief that inde- 
pendence is a good thing are slaughtered. The slaughter of 
the Filipinos is fortunate, because it rids us of purchased 
subjects who hold the foolish and troublesome idea that lib- 
erty is a good thing for themselves. The only intelligent 
and satisfactory way of dealing with men who are duped into 
the belicf that independence is a good thing for themselves 
is to kill or imprison them. 

Slaughter is a good thing when it rids the worta of the 
Gupes of liberty.

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A SUCCESSFUL CAMPAIGN. 


Yesterday the vanguard of Gen. MacArthur's division 
reached Bulacan. The place was not well defended, and it 
was the intention to take it to-day. Bulacan is a small town 
on the railroud] seven miles south of Malolos. the seat of the 
insurgent government, and the objective po'nt of the present 
campaign. 

The work laid out for the troops has been done with deter- 
mination, vigor and brilliant courage. It has been done under 
great difficulties. The ground is broken by streams v hich 
must be forded under fire and is interspersed with thickets. 
The railroad was disabled and the bridges and villages were 
burned by the Filipinos. But there has been no wavering 
on the part of wur forces. The advance has been steady and 
every movement has been accomplished. Th2 Filipinos have 
been driven frum point to point with heuvy lodses. 

Foreign observers have been forced to utter enthusiastic 
praise of the magnificent fighting of our troops. It has been 
marked by splendid courage and skill. The spirit of the men 
has never been surpassed by any soldiers. 

The attack on Malolos will be the culmination of the cam- 
paign. That the town will be taken there can be no douht 


in view of the work alrealy done. It is hoped that it will 
break down the power of Aguinaldo. Whether it will end the 
war or will only inaugurate guerrilla warfare remains to be 
seen. It will establish the prestige of our arms and will so 
weaken Aguinaido that it ought to pave the way to a peace- 
ful settlement of the Philippine trouble. This ‘s a consum- 
mation devoutly wished by all true Americans. American valor 
is worthy of a better cause than the conquest of Filipinos and 
the American soldier deserves a better fate than the labor of 
guerrilla warfare in the tropics. 

Silvela says that Spain has never had an honest admin- 
istration. Should the result of the war made to stop the 
Cuban war give Spain honest government, Spaniards may yet 
rejoice that we overcame them. But when are we to have an 
honest administration in our own country? Can Mark Hanna 
or Secretary Alger tell us?

No- 
body believes that the act was suicidal, 
though he declined to take food for a cou- 
ple of days prior to the occurrence. It will 
be remembered that Casin made a fortune 
in Salvador, variously estimated at from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000. He shared Ezeta’s ex- 
fle, and participated in the expense of a 


sloop on which Antonio Ezeta and he 
sailed for California a couple of years ago.

BELIEVES GUTHREY IN PERIL. 


Mr. Alexander Distressed Over the Ap- 
parent Lethargy of the United 
State Government. 


Mr. M. H. Alexander, the undertaker, 
whose brother-in-law, Churchill H. Guth- 
rey, is one of the six Americans now im- 
prisoned in Guatemala and supposed to 
be under sentence of death, had received 


no additional news of his adventurous rel- 
ative Tuesday. The steamship Pizzati 
which reached New Orleans Sunday night 
from Port Barrios, Guatemala, rought 
confirmation of the report that the accused 
filibusters are to be shot. 

Mr. Alexander is much perturbed over a 
telegram in a morhing paper, stating that 
Secretary Hay, owing to information he 
had received from the United States Con- 
sul-General to Honduras and Guatemala, 
believed the friends of the adventurous 
men have been acting upon false informa- 
tion. He has no doubt the news of the 
peril of Guthrey and his companions is 
accurate, and unless steps are immediately 
taken to intervene he fears the worst. 

“I have positive information that the 
men are in Guatemala and have every rea- 
s0n to believe they are in the hands of 
the government of that country. Gov. 
Stephens, at my request, telegraphed Sen- 
ator Cockrell some days ago, and this was 
Supplemented by a personal message from 
ex-Gov. Stone, myself and severa)] other 
gentlemen. The Senator, in reply, stated 
he had laid the matter before the Secre- 
tary of State. Further than that I have 
heard nothing from Washington. 

In addition, however, I wired Godfrey 
Hunter, our Minister to Honduras, who is 
now in Louisville, Ky., on @ leave of ab- 
sence, and received a response to the effect 
that he had ordered his subordinate, now 
in charge, in his
